Cashtown and Iron 
Springs where Mr Brown runs his 
own milk routes, delivering the bot­ 
tle milk to the consumer, which 
requires cooling, bottling and re­ 
frigeration in addition to milk de­ 
livery trucks. 
The steers are part of the diversi­ 
fied system which includes hogs, 
poultry' and hay for sale in addition 
to apples and milk.

Brown’s fanning methods is pains­ 
taking attention to soil improve­ 
ment. 
He raises heavy crops, but 
not as an accident, for he ha* been 
planning them for twenty years. 
Not only are the general practices of 
I soil improvement followed, such as 
the regular application of lime and 
fertilizer, the uses of legumes and 
manure and the rotation of crops, 
but even the pastures have been tile 
drained, fertilized, limed and rotated 
so that the 50 acres of permanent 
pasture is a dependable source of 
fe«*d and not merely a playground 
for cattle. 
Forty per cent of the 
cultivated land is in legumes each 
year, crimson and sweet clover are 
i sowed for cover crops to protect th** 
soil over winter, and the rotation is 
alfalfa 
corn, 
wheat and 
barley. 
Over 30 acres were in alfalfa last 
summer. 
The orchard is managed in the 
same faxiuon. 
During winier the 
necessary pruning is done; every 
spring nitrate ot soda and super­ 
phosphate are applied to feed the 
trees; the lover crop is cut and left 
on th** ground and a spray schedule 
recommended by the county agent 
is carefully followed 
The appear­ 
ance of tile trees testifies to tile 
thoroughness of their care while 
the quality of the fruit justifies this 
attention. The crop of 1935 amount­ 
ed to about 7 000 bushels.
